Here the pfg* 
devrlop and ihe larvae feed upon tli«' 
liimr portion of the sepds. At tin- 
time wben the seeds become ripe, 
oxMrt of tho larvM are e a s a r tln g as

adults. Some of the larvae pass win- 
ter within the seed pod and emerge 
tbe following spring. 

Much can be accoinplished against 
tbiB pest If some of tbe following 
methods of prevention are carried 
out: Burn tbe fence rows in early 
spring or tall. Cultivate tbe alfalfa 
fleldi in tbe winter so as to destroy 
all blbematlng larvae. Destroy 
acreeninga from tbresbed seed. Plant 
well cleaned seed tbat baa been fumi- 
(:ated by carbon blsulpbide. Cut tbe 
alfalfa and clover along tbe banks 
and fencea, beeanae tbe earliest aeed 
pods ara found to develop .on isolated 
and vigorous plants and tbe first gen- 
eration of fltaa often oatores be(or«
